killed but other reports said the 
death toll was much higher. The 
cyclone's twisting 100-mile-an- 
hour winds, followed by a 12- 
foot tidal wave and heavy rains, 
devastated crops and villages.

Hundreds Homeless 


Hundreds were homeless, and 


60 per cent of the houses were 
wrecked in Cox's Bazar, which 
has a population of about 6,000. 
The airfield was reported under 
a foot of water. 


Unofficial reports said thou- 


sands of persons perished on 
Maheshkhali Island. The cy- 
clone reportedly destroyed 75 
per cent of Sonadia's crops anc 
houses. A great loss of livestock 
was feared on other islands. 


It was the area's eighth cy- 


clone disaster in recent years. 
The last one killed 1,700 persons 
in the Chittagong district last 
May.

Political Force

R«v. King Missionary 
Seeks Issues That 
Will Hold Voters 


BY ROWLAND EVANS AND 
ROBERT NOVAK 


CHICAGO — Ignored by Chi- 


cago's white rulers, a tough, 
young Mississippi Negro sport- 
ing a yarmulke (Jewish prayer 
cap) as his trademark is quietly 
building a revolution in this 
city's West Side Negro ghetto. 


He is the Rev. James Bevel, 


the most revolutionary leader in 
Dr. Martin Luther King's South- 
ern Christian Leadership Con- 
ference (SCLC) and now King's 
missionary 
in 
Chicago. His 


mission: to organize the unhap- 
py black masses into a political 
force. 


The fact that a Southern 


Negro militant is enjoying early 
success here reveals the grow- 
ing gap between the races in 
Chicago. But Bevel's techniques 
of agitation are apt to widen the 
gap. Indeed, Bevel's presence in 
Chicago raises the question 
whether 
SCLC tactics 
that 


brought Jim Crow Co its knees 
in the South can cope with the 
deepening crisis of the Northern 
Negro. 


Actually, King is having sec- 


ond thoughts about spreading 
SCLC so thin. His more cautious 
advisers tell him he should stay 
out of the North. King's current 
fund appeal stresses SCLC.'s 
Southern emphasis. Neverthe- 
less, Bevel—who sometimes op- 
erates independently of King—is 
in Chicago, apparently to stay. 


King's SCLC was invited into 


Chicago to rescue local leaders. 
An attempted boycott of State 
Street merchants last Christmas 
flopped. 
This 
year, 
protest 


marches against de facto segre- 
gation organized by civil rights 
leader Albert Raby picked up 
only a few stragglers. 


Raby's Coordinating Council 


of 
Community Organizations 


(CCCO) was in deep trouble 
over the failure of the marches. 
After much internal debate, it 
asked 
Dr. 
King .for 
help. 


Through his personal charisma, 
King led a successful march on 
City Hall—pulling CCCO out of 
the hole. 


Then interested in expanding 


his influence northward, King 
assigned Bevel here. But Bevel 
was hardly content to station 
himself on the South Side as A) 
Raby's assistant. He set out on 
his own for the West Side 
wasteland. 


For weeks Bevel has - been 


conducting quiet meetings of 
ghetto ^ Negroes. Matured since 
his days as King's firebrand in 
1963 
Birmingham 
demonstra- 


tions, Bevel cautions against 
demonstrations without a specif- 
ic goal. Protest, he insists, must 
be geared to a purpose. 


Bevel's purpose is not the 


indistinct 
issue of de 
facto 


school segregation, the main 
concern of Chicago Negro lead- 
ers. Nor has he become con- 
cerned with the in-fighting be- 
tween Mayor Richard J. Daley 
and Negro militants over feder- 
al anti-poverty funds. 


Rather, Bevel is probing for 


bread-and-butter issues that fit 
slum 
Negroes. He is now 


organizing "unions" of public 
welfare 
recipients, 
of 
slum 


dwellers, 
of 
public housing 


recipients. Their function: pro- 
test and pressure. 


Until now the impetus for the 


Negro protest 
movement in 


Chicago has come from the 
middle class. 
Lower income 


classes have been welded tight 
to Mayor Daley's machine with 
patronage. Bevel is trying to 
change that. 


Challenges Daley 


His object is clear: political 


action. It's doubtful that come- 
dian Dick Gregory can hurdle 
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tough election laws to get on the 
ballot as an independent may- 
oral candidate against Daley in 
1967. 
But Bevel is 
already 


organizing 
to challenge 
the 


Daley machine's candidates for 
the state legislature in 1966. 


That 1966 campaign would be 


impossible if either of the two 
political parties were now seri- 
ously wooing the city's Negroes. 
Although Daley has made slow 
reforms, 
he 
still 
condones 


"plantation 
politics" on the 


West Side—control of the regu- 
lar party organization in all- 


Negro West Side wards by Irish, 
Jewish, and Italian party chief- 
tains, remnants of the days 
when the West Side was white. 


As for the Republicans, in- 


stead of capitalizing on the 
Democratic unpopularity (as in 
New York and Philadelphia), 
they still hope to ride the white 
backlash. 
Some 
Republican 


leaders court absolute disaster 
by talking of running School 
Superintendent Ben Willis, haled 
symbol to Chicago Negroes of 
de facto segregation, for mayor 
in 1967.

TV Coverage of Gemini 


The television coverage of the Gemini 6- 


7 space mission has been almost 
as 


spectacular as the twin flights themselves. 


'Viewers were astonished Wednesday at 


how long the TV cameras could follow the 
launch of Gemini 6, including the burning 
out of the first stage of the Titan 2 rocket 
and the separation of the first and second 
stages. This was accomplished with a new 
camera lens developed by a scientist at 
Boston University and therefore called a 
BU Scope. This was not the first time it 
was used on a launch, but the high cloud 
cover permitted visual contact with the 
spacecraft for a much longer period than 
at any other time. 


Another first was live coverage from 


the Carrier Wasp, with the TV signals being 


relayed from the Wasp to networks in the 
United States via the Earlybird satellite, 
some of it in color. Unfortunately Gemini 
6 did not splash down close enough to the 
Wasp for the cameras to pick it up, and 
the fast run of the Wasp to the site of the 
landing interfered for a time with the TV 
signal, but the. shots of the pick-up and the 
landing of Astronauts Schirra and Stafford 
on the deck of the carrier were most 
satisfying to viewers who always sweat out 
the safe return of the spacemen. 


The perfecting of TV techniques has 


matched the swift progress of our space 
program. Live signals from a spacecraft 
itself would seem to be within the realm of 
possibility in the not too distant future, in 
which all of us could share the wonders of 
space flight.

and taking advantage of federal grants 
that might be available for urban renewal 
and replacing the city's water supply. 


A timetable specifies 
the years in 


which projects should be undertaken and 
the best method 
for financing them. 


Planned projects and planned financing is 
obviously a much better approach than 
floating bond issues based on helter-skelter 
political pressures or last-minute govern- 
ment response to immediate needs. 


No one can say with infallibility what 


the remaining years of the decade hold "in 
store for Appleton.

Bingo Now Legal - In a Tavern 


The news that one type of bingo can 


now legally be played in a tavern is bound 
to arouse more controversy over a subject 
that has plagued Wisconsin citizens for a 
long time. Somehow, a lot of people are 
bound to feel that there is 
something 


wrong with a law which permits the 
playing of bingo in a tavern but not in a 
church hall. 


The whole matter is not quite that 


simple. Assistant Attorney General John 
Bowers, in giving his opinion that the 
"blackout bingo" as played in a Waukesha 
County tavern is legal, specified that there 
is no element of consideration. The cards 
are provided free to customers. And this is 
merely an extension 
of similar games 


sponsored by stores which purchase the 
cards from an out of state company which 
also furnishes the cash prizes. 


The only thing the Wisconsin Constitu- 


tion says on the whole matter is that the 
legislature shall not authorize a lottery. 
The State Supreme Court, in an advisory 
opinion, decided that bingo or similar 
games of chance are not lotteries as long 
as their is no consideration. That was the 
substance of the amendment to the so- 
called "lottery law" which went into effect 
last July. Such games are still prohibited if 
the player is required to pay for the right 
to play. 


The confusion once again indicates the 


difficulty of trying to legislate in the field 
of morality. We don't know what the 
original framers of Wisconsin's Constitu- 
tion may have been worrying about when 
they put in the prohibition against a 


legislated lottery. It may have been that 
they didn't want one run by the state. But 
obviously there is something off base when 
it is illegal to charge a nickel a card with a 
modest prize in order to raise money for a 
church hall or a fraternal charity and 
perfectly legal to spend much more money 
on alcohol in a tavern while playing the 
game for free. Whatever the intent of the 
Constitution framers or this year's legisla- 
ture or the Wisconsin voters in the 
referendum, .it certainly 'was not this. 


The new interpretation of what a 


lottery is and is not has really opened up a 
new field for business. The cards are sold' 
to the businesses — taverns or supermar- 
kets or other outlets — which are then 
able to encourage customers with the lure 
of a bingo game and cash prizes. There is 
nothing ~ necessarily 
suspect about such 


businesses. What is always dangerous is 
whether or how soon the racketeers, who 
follow the gambling money enthusiastical- 
ly, are going to be able to take over. 


As everyone knows, football pools exist 


in thousands of business offices throughout 
the state despite the fact that they are 
absolutely illegal. When a tavern owner 
flagrantly ignores the law, there are a few 
arrests made in some counties. Taking part 
in a football pool is. simply not considered 
evil by most people in Wisconsin and un- 
less it is. halting the practice is virtually 
impossible. 


We don't want in Wisconsin the rackets 


or hoodlums which accompany wide open 
gambling. But somehow the present law 
needs some changing too.

Call Policemen 
Before Arguing 
With Spaniard 


Barman Frequently 
Charges'Insult to 
State' to Collect Bill

MADRID, Spain CAP) - If 


you feel impelled to argue about 
a bar bill in Spain; you'd better 
call a policeman first. 


The alternative may be the 


threat of up to nine years in 
prison for insulting the Spanish 
chief of state. 


That is the advice of diplo- 


mats who over the past few 
years have been called more 
than a dozen times to come to 
the 
aid 
of countrymen who 


argued prices with Spanish bar- 
tenders — and ended up in jail. 


Invariably the charge against 


those foreigners — some of 
whom have spent six months or 
more in jail awaiting trial — is 
that they slandered Generalissi- 
mo Francisco Franco or dishon- 
ored Spain.in -the heat of-a dis- 
cussion about the proper bill for 
brandy or champagne. 


Complaining Witness 


Bartenders frequently are the 


complaining witnesses. 


Usually such a witness de- 


scribes fluently in Spanish the 
words used for such slander, but 
displays little knowledge of the 
English, German, Swedish or 
other foreign tongue used by the 
prisoner.'
